Prominent in the real-life cast will be several persons -- 
a salesman, a fire chief, a physician, a laundryman and his wife among 
them -- who will reenact their experiences of Dec. 7, 1941. All 
were, in different ways, active in civil defense then and are active 
today in the expanded civil defense organization. 

"A nation prepared is unlikely to be attacked," the narra- 
tor will say. "These people learned it the hard way on that 
deceptively peaceful Sunday morning in December of 1941. Today, 
Hawaiians can get on with the fun of living. They long ago realized 
there was no time to lose -- if they want to go on fishing on Sunday 
and enjoy life every day. They know it. Do you?"

RALPH EDWARDS--IN VIDEOTAPED PEARL HARBOR 'THIS IS YOUR LIFE! SHOW-- 


HONORS ADMIRAL FUQUA AND STARTS CAMPAIGN FOR U.S.S. ARIZONA SHRINE 


The heroic story of Admiral Samuel G. Fuqua, Congressional 
Medal of Honor winner and one of the heroes of the U.S.S. Arizona, 
was videotaped by Ralph Edwards for his Wednesday, Dec, 3 "This is 
Your Life" program (NBC-TV Network, 10 p.m., EST) as a salute to the 
1,102 men who died during the attack on Pearl Harbor on Dec. 7, 1941. 
The story of Admiral Fuqua's heroism preceded an appeal by Edwards 
for funds from the American people to make the site of the sinking of 
the Arizona a national shrine. 

Taped on Monday, Dec. 1 at Pearl Harbor, at the exact hour 
of the day when the attack by the Japanese was staged, Edwards re- 
created the story of Fuquats participation in the terrible morning. 
Then a ijieutenant commander, Fuqua was knocked unconscious by a bomb 
explosion, shortly after the beginning of the attack. He regained 
consciousness 10 minutes later and began to direct fire-fighting 
aboard the stricken ship as well as to aid in removal of the wounded. 
Fuqua was the last man to leave the ship before it sank. 

Shipmates from the Arizona, including the gunnery officer, 
Bruce D, Kelley, of Longbranch, Wash.; Chief Boatswain's Mate James L. 
Forbis, of Pleasure Ridge Park, Ky.; Aviation Ordinanceman Edward L. 
Wentzlaff, of Butterfield, Minn.; Commander Jennings Field, of South 
Bend, Ind.; Joseph H. Washington, of New York City; Capt. Dick Miller 
of the National War College, Washington, D.C., and many of Admiral 
Fuqua'ts friends and relatives appeared to assist Edwards in the 
telling of the story.

Fuqua today is a professor of mathematics at Fork Union 
Military Academy in Palmyra, Va. He was surprised by Edwards as he 
stood saluting the flag on a wooden platform built over the exposed 
superstructure of the sunken Arizona. Fuqua believed he was taking 
part in a special filmed show for Pearl Harbor Day. Edwards told him 
his life story was about to be told and accompanied Fuqua back to the 
enlisted men's club at Block Arena, where the show was completed in the 
presence of 6,000 servicemen and their families. 

The fund appeal was initiated by Edwards in cooperation with 
the U. S. Navy and the Committee for the Enshrinement of the Arizona. 
The public was asked to address contributions to the U.S.S. Arizona 
Pearl Harbor, Hawaii. Plans are to build a concrete wall around the 
Sunken vessel in the shape of a battleship. This hull will be filled 
with dirt, and grass and flowers will be planted. A small chapel 
will then be built as a memorial to men lost with the sunken vessel 
(The Arizona is listed as still in commission in the U. S. Fleet. 

Her dead crew is still considered on active duty and the colors are 
still raised over her sunken hull every morning and lowered every 
night.) It is estimated that the enshrinement project will cost 
between $500,000 and $1,000, 000.

Classroom," representing the American Association of Colleges for 
Teacher Education, co-partner in the project with NBC and the Fund for 
the Advancement of Education. He is on leave as director of education 
at the New York State University for Teachers, Albany, N. ¥; 

"No one expected a specialized course of this kind to 
capture the imagination of such a varied audience," Dr. Adkins says, 
"A mountain of congratulatory mail has been received, Criticisms have 
been few, and usually of a minor nature, College teachers, high school 
teachers, college students, superior high school students, engineers,. 
technicians, businessmen, housewives, and ' just people' have told us 
by the thousands that they are following and profiting from the

Bertrand Silen, NBC News correspondent in Manila before and 
after World War II, died in Palo Alto, Calif., Friday (Dec. 12) after 
a brief illness. He was 58, 

Silen, who owned and operated radio station KZRH in Manila, 
was NBC's correspondent in the Philippines when the islands fell. 
Before the Japanese arrived, Silen helped demolish the station with 
his own hands. He was interned in Santo Tomas prison for 37 months 
and was finally freed by American Rangers. 

After his liberation, Silen came back on the air after V-J 
Day, saying: "As I was saying before I was so rudely interrupted..." 

He was first interned with his wife and three daughters at 
Santo Tomas. The family became separated when they were moved to 
Los Banos while he remained at Santo Tomas. 

Silen brought his family back to the United States in 1949, 
They lived in Texas until he retired to Los Altos, Calif. 

Survivors include his widow, Margaret; a daughter, Mrs. 

C. A. Myer of San Antonio; and two brothers, G. R. Silen of San

Coordinator of ‘Continental Classroom! Sees TV a Vital 


Supplement, But Not a Replacement for Teachers 


Within 10 years, at least half the nation's students on 
every grade level, will have had at least some exposure to education 
via television, says Dr, Edwin P, Adkins, coordinator of "Continental 
Classroom" (NBC-TV Network, Monday through Friday, 6:30-7 a.m., EST), 
the early-morning atomic age physics course. 

Dr. Adkins expressed his views on education via television 
to newsmen at a press conference Thursday, Dec, 18, in the Ambassador 
Hotel, Los Angeles. 

"Television is not a panacea or a cure-all for the nation's 
educational ills, but it is an important supplemental tool and our 
experience with it thus far leads me to believe it will have a 
permanent and important place in our education program, " Dr. Adkins 
said, 

Asked if increased use of TV in education would prove an 
answer to the teacher shortage, Dr, Adkins said: "Definitely not, 

As a matter of fact, 'Continental Classroom! has created the need for 
250 new jobs at universities and colleges where the course is being 


offered for credit,"

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"Ideally, we can work best with a mixture of the two. There 
is no substitute for the teacher in education. The academic life, 
association with and learning from others, is still a vital part of 
the education process and our present program was conceived to aid 
teachers themselves, We're trying to put into the hands of the high 
school teacher, the latest information on his or her field. And, 
from what we can gather now, we're succeeding in doing just that.” 

Designed primarily to effect an improvement in science 
education in the country's schools, the nationwide physics course is 
produced by NBC, in cooperation with the American Association of

EXPERIMENTAL COLOR TELEVISION SYSTEM DEVELOPED BY RCA WILL BE USED 
IN HELICOPTER FOR BIRD'S-EYE VIEW OF TOURNAMENT OF ROSES PARADE 


A new experimental color television system developed by RCA 
will be used in a helicopter to bring the nation its first color TV 
bird's-eye view of the Tournament of Roses Parade, Thursday, Jan. 1, 
over the NBC-TV Network. 

The new portable color pickup equipment consists of only 
two units, is fully transistorized and is believed to be the most 
compact ever constructed. 

Devised by scientists at RCA's David Sarnoff Research 
Center in Princeton, N. J., the system's two units are a 20-pound 
camera and a 45-pound control and monitor. They use less power than 
is required to operate the sealed beam headlights of an automobile, 

The compactness of the system will enable NBC's helicopter 
to rove over the parade route for exciting aerial views of the 
bustling panorama below, 

Colorcast of the parade over the NBC-TV Network will take 
place from 12 noon, EST, to approximately 1:30 p.m., EST, 

The new eolor system is another pioneering innovation 
introduced by NBC-TV, During the 1956 conventions, the network 
introduced an experimental half-inch Vidicon camera and transistor 
for portable use, the first time such a method had been taken out of 
the laboratory and brought to the video screen,

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RCA's new color system has also a wide area of application 
for closed-circuit work in industry, defense, education and research. 
Its potential ultimately could introduce color television into any 
new fields where compactness, portability and operating economy are 
essential. 

Included in the system are some 300 transistors, several of 
which are still in the developmental stage. Its only vacuum tubes are 
three half-inch Vidicon camera tubes and a black-and-white viewing 
tube for monitoring. 

The half-inch Vidicon tube used in the color system is about 
the size of a king-size cigarette. Its utilization permits the use of 
standard 8-millimeter motion-picture type lenses in the camera. 

An RCA Laboratories technical team including J. W. Morgan, 
W. S. Pike and L. A. Boyer, working under the direction of L, E. 
Flory, developed the system at the David Sarnoff Research Center, in 
the laboratories of Dr. V. K. Zworykin, Honorary Vice President of 
RCA. 

Besides the colorcast of the parade, the NBC-TV Network will

Ban Is Temporary--Not an Ouster Action--Moscow Correspondent Is Told 


NBC News! Moscow correspondent Irving R. Levine was notified 
by Soviet authorities over the weekend that he will be denied use of 
radio broadcast facilities until further notice because of charges of 
censorship violations. 

Levine was called to the Foreign Ministry and informed by 
the Deputy Chief of the Press Department that, starting immediately, 
he will not be permitted to broadcast. The Soviet press aide cited 
dates on which Levine had allegedly attempted to circumvent rules of 
censorship, including a Dec. 2 interview with Senator Hubert Humphrey. 

Levine pointed out that he did not consider that Humphrey, 
as a visiting Senator, should be subject to censorship and that | 
Humphrey confined his remarks to those expressed to Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev. Levine was told that the fact that Senator Humphrey was 
broadcasting under the auspices of an American correspondent made his 
remarks subject to censorship. 

Stressing the seriousness of depriving a network corre- 
spondent of radio facilities, Levine asked whether this action was 
intended to indicate that the National Broadcasting Company's presence 


was no longer desired in Russia. The press aide replied that this was

not the Soviet intention and, unlike the Columbia Broadcasting System 
case, this action was directed against a correspondent rather than a 
network. 

Levine then asked whether the authorities would prefer that 
another correspondent represent NBC News. He was given a negative 
reply, and told that temporary denial of facilities was intended only 
as punishment for censorship violations and not as an ouster action. 

When Levine asked how long denial of broadcast facilities 
would apply, he was told that it depended on how well he abided by 
censorship rules in the future on telephone calls and cables which he 
may continue to use,

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NBC NEWS' IRVING R, LEVINE ORIGINATES "TODAY" SEGMENT FROM DENMARK 
ON SOVIET ACTION TEMPORARILY DENYING HIM RADIO BROADCAST FACILITIES 


NBC News' Moscow correspondent Irving R, Levine spoke on 
the NBC-TV Network "Today" program this morning via radio facilities 
from Copenhagen, Denmark, to discuss the alleged censorship violation 
which resulted in a temporary ban of his use of radio broadcast 
facilities from the Russian capital. Levine is now en route to the 
U. S,. to appear on NBC News! annual year-end review and preview of 
1959 news trends, 

Following are Levine's remarks concerning the action taken 
by the Soviets: 

"This is the story I was not able to broadcast from Moscow, 
I was not able to broadcast it because since last Friday I have not 
been permitted to use broadcast facilities, 

"Summoned to the Soviet Foreign Ministry I was told by an 
official that I was barred from broadcasting until further notice 
because, he charged, I had violated censorship rules. These are rules 
that require the submission of every dispatch to a censor's pencil, 
rules which American reporters must accede to, but never accept, 

"The Soviet authorities objected to an interview I had done 
with Senator Hubert Humphrey after his eight-hour conversation with 
Nikita Khrushchev.
